The opening of Africa Week today gives 
us the opportunity to consider an important 
question; one which has direct relevance to 
MciGill and her' v/ealth of extra-curricular 

activities. 

. McGill boasts a large body of overseas 
s^ucientstcohtnbutlng to its intellectual and 
" social flavor. Over the years the various 
''groups, have .gathered themselvés into, no- 
t{opai'!ciubs, v/hich tendisd to become! isolated 

- enclaves of students who could not easily 
assimilate themselves into thé broader; tex- 
lure of the campus. Fortùnately a hùmbér of 
Individuals who recognized this develbpment 

- as. undesirable for all thé students, Canadian 
- dnd otherwise, hove led a battle to foster 

the. exchange of ideasj^ârKl^urrderstanding ' 



between people of diverse backgrounds. In 
this regard -thé International Students Associ< 
ation has léd thé way with notable success. 

Oné facet of the attempt to promote an 
intermingling of people and ideqs has been 
the Asian, African and West Indian Weeks, 
projecting geographic areas which are re- 
presented at McGill, as well as the individual 
efforts, such as Ukrainian Week, which pre- 
sent the culture 'of- spécifie countries. Tfîese 
activities have grown very rapidly and with 
pleasing results. However, It now appears 
that some rethinking of the entire structure 
may be necessary. 

Despite a selection- of programs on the 
highest, level, the evening offerings of Asia 
Week,;^>(/ere very poorly attended. Africa 
Week 'similarly promises very highly; but at- .

^there may well be too many activities at 
McGill. In particular there may be, as. one 
member of the ISA has suggested, too many 
"weeks", or at least, too many for the audi- 
ences which they draw and the work which, 
they involve. It^ may^wéll be time to look 
into the feasibility of a more condensed pro- 
gram, perhaps, a nine, or ten day period, 
designatéd as the Internatidnai -Festival, and 
divided among the Asians, Africans and West 
lidiahs in a ' kalei^cppel.pf actjon-pdcked,. 
attractive programs^xhllilts; p'nd dinners. In 
tjiis way Ihe collective talent of the organiza- 
tions involved could combine to maximize 
publicity, and- attract the attention of a lazy 
campus population to a mass activity. < 

Returning to the present, we have an 
-exciting, well-organized Africa Week getting 
underway. A new and stimulating feature 
of this year's production Is the co-operation 
between McGill and Université de Montréal 
in the undertaking, with programs to be held 
on both campuses. From 7 pm tonight uiitil 
Saturday night's dance, the committee has 
done its utmost to ensure something of in- 
terest for everyone. We hope that tfie re- 
sponse of the students to their efforts will , be 
enthusiastic. Africa,^long the sleeping giant, 
has now come to life with much to teach 
North American? and much to gain from them. 
Africa Week is designed to further this valu- 
able exchange. •

To let either of these 
happen would necessarily defeat 
the purpose of tho system — 
which is to increase the student's 
familiarity with his subjects — 
let him know them from all sorts 
of aspects — to provide an im- 
petus to his personal effort.

Thii' week .the -Education 
Committee of the SEC , it un* 
dertaking a new service to 
the high schools of the Mont- 
real area. It is dubbed the 
"High School Visiting Pro. 
gram", , and Js .^intended to 
acquaint Montreal high school 
students i^ith 'univer'slt/' life 
and education; - • . . 

A report submitted,- to . tli'e 
national conferencejof C'-anadian 
■ Universities and,lCoIIeff<>s stated 
that In Ontario, four oiit of 
every five students with tlic In- 
telligence necèssa)ry to succeed 
in post-secondary eduçation, 
never complete their secondary 
school education. 

Not so obvious Is the prcdl* 
camcnt of a student upon en- 
trance to university. The Educa- 
tion Committee of the Students! 
Executive Council, as a result 
of its 19G3 survey of first and 
second year students said that, 
"Too often, the high school stu- 
dent does not know what is en- 
tailed in the study of specific 
courses or in designated facul- 
. ties. In particular, we find a 
lack of knowledge of what . a 
university is or Is supposed to 
be." 

Aims 

I^ is^theralin 'of tb« high 
' school .visitiiig^program- to im- 
prove both these situations in 
high schools' within' thç vicinity , 
of the university, by: 

1. Stressing to high school 
students the necessity' for con- 
.,tlnuation of studies after high .

It does 
not appear likely, however, that all parties 
vyill be In harmony when and if the motion 
comes before the House of Commons this 
session. 

In a pre-Chrlslmas survey. House members 
were asked what position their party was 
likely to take on the floor. 

Richard Cashin (L - St John's West) com- 
mented that the Prime Minister supported 
lowering the voting age to 18 on the. flpor of 
the House a' few years . back, .and '"I fully 
expect that, this matter- will be supported by 
the Liberal-Party." '; 

Paul Martlneau (PC - .Pontlac-Témiscamin- 
gue) admitted. that the > party to /which he 
belonged "has hot'-yetifoimuiatedlpubllclyits 
policy," and.thèrefdre'*,Hiir;refnai1ts*:w^^ 
"entirely personal." — 
David Oriikow (NDP • Winnipeg N.) said 
that his party "will support the revision of 
the Election Act to permit persons 18 years 
of age and over to vote." 

Robert Thompson (SC - Re'd Deer) replied 
that it was a Social Credit policy Jeclsion to 
drop the voting age to 18 years at the last 
National Convention.

. The problem of injury brings us to the question of the necessity - 
of having a doctor in attendance at a hockey game. At Waterloo there 
was none. What would happen if a player swallowed "his tongue or 
sustained a serious gash and no physician was around 7 The' answer 
Is obvious — a death would be the tragic result. This is quite a.price 
to pay for a bit of laziness on the part of the host rink. 

Waterloo's athletic director Carl Totzke was not too concerned 
about having a doctor in his rink. He said, "There's a doctor, a; block 
away." Big deal. A lot of good a doctor is a block away. 

Someone should remedy this situation immediately. As well, the 
entire Waterloo hockey setup should be looked into. A coach that 
does nothing to restrain his player's butchering tactics and an athletic 
director who thinks in. the above manner surely are not' complying, 
with league ethics, if not league rules. Players who are carved up 
in the manner that Leon Abbott was last weekend have long me-° 
mpries. If the;OQAA doesn't take action the players will settle their 
scores on their own. Surely this is not the aim of Intercollegiate 
Sports.
